For the convenience of those who 
are required by law to file Federal In­ 
come Tax Returns, a deputy collector 
of intend revenue will he at the First 
National hank iii Decatur on March 2, 
193!) to assist taxpayers in preparing 
their returns. No charge will be made 
for this service. The matter of filing 
your income tax return should be giv­ 
en immediate attention, in order to 
avoid penalty and interest. 
You are required to file a return 
if your net income is $1,000 or over or 
your gross income is $5,(HK) or over 
and you are single (or married and 
not living with husband or wife) or 
if you are married and living with 
husband or wife and your net income 
is $2.5(H) or over or your gross income 
is $5,000 or over. 
Form to bt* 
used: Form 
1040A 
should he used for net income of not 
more than $5.(KH) derived from salar­ 
ies, wages, interest, dividends and an­ 
imi! ins. 
Form 1040 should In* used for net 
incomes from salaries, wages, interest, 
dividends and annuities of mort* than 
$5,000, and incomes from other sourc­ 
es regardless of amounts. All returns 
must be filed in duplicate. 
When and where to file the re­ 
turn: Your return for the calendar 
year 1938 must be filed not later than 
March 14, 1939, with the Collector of 
Internal Revenue for the district in 
which you reside or have your prin­ 
cipal place of business. 
Penalty: A penalty of not more 
than $10,(HM> or imprisonment for not 
more than I year, or both, is imposed 
by statute for willful failure to make 
return on time, and, in addition, 5 to 
25 per cent of the amount of the tax.

W e 
don’t want to divert any more of the 
gasoline tax—but let’s add 2 or 3 ceuts 
to it. Other states have a 6 or 7 cent 
tax; this would mean more for the 
schools and would pay the old folks. 
What’s wrong with that?” 
The good roads i»eople answer that 
it is plain downright intellectual dis­ 
honesty to tax an automobile owner 2 
or 3 cents per gallon to build better 
roads for his car to travel upon, to 
save wear and tear on his car, aud 
then deliberately take that tax and 
do something else with it. They point 
out that he* paid it cheerfully for this 
purpose for which it was intended, but 
that lie will rise up in bis wrath if 
he is to be sold down the river on the 
tax he pays at the filling station.— Ed 
Rider in Iloustin Chronicle.
